Dates will show how erroneons the idea is
that we ean owe regattas—still less, yowing-
matehes—to the a‘1lliln.-'cd excitement eansoed
by Lady Worlley Montagu's aceount of the
regatta at Venice, which she wonld write to
her husband, and which he spread abroad.
Doggett's Cloct and Iidye were first rowed
forin 1716. Lady Wortley Montagn's letter
on regatlas was written in 1710, It could
hardly bave produced the effeet deseribad, or
the sentiment abomt the thing grew very
slowly into action, as the first vegatia in Eng-
Innd did not take place till 1775, Long ago
as that seems, there are a few sall living who,
any one of whow, as a baby, muay have been
held at the Duchess of Portland's parret-win-
dow by Mrs. Boscawen, and have geen that

Dublin had not the sense to see the ¢uality
of Dogget as an actor. Cilbber has photo-
graphed hine for posterity in his “Apology,”
and Congreve wrote parts for him. Doggett
did not establish his still celebrated nnniver
sary match to win the patronage of the Hano-
verinn King: for the petor who came to us
in William's time, 1691, retired from
stage before (Jueen Anne died, namely, in
1713. Three years later, when George the
First was on the throne, Dogeett founded
his especial mateh, It was rowed on the first
of Augnst, the day of the Hanoverian sncces-
sion.

Bubsequently water-pageants were common
enough on the Thames, but we hear nothing
that can be fairly called “‘races” excopt it be
n gort of matches between wickedly-inclined
people and their pursuers. In the Plantage-
net time all boats, at night, were brought over
from the Sonthwark side to the Tower side,
where they were moored. On the Sonthwark

But her
Venetian regatta on the Adriatic wave had
not its fellow on onr Thames, Chariols of the
Night, dvawn by sea horses, changing to
Chariots of Avrorn, with snmptnonsly dressed
gondoliers nndergoing changes as marvellous
—galleys representing kingdoms, with righly-
attired provinces aboard singing exquisite
wnsic—a flonting prlace of the Liberal Arts,
with half Olympus on deck—these, with
gliding Cars of Flora, of Vietory,
of the personified Adriatie, Chariots of
Venny, of the Loves of the Graces, of Diann
and j':lll]‘\’llli(lll, ol ]'“ﬂ(}g. of Nliljl]llll_ﬂ' all
lf’-'ibéhl{’m:ﬂ by symbols, or pose plostigue
figures and graceful pantomime, moved across
the waters, awid an indescribable pomp, to
the porgeons stuge where the prizes were de-
livered.

I went at 6 o'clock to Richmond House,
and it wag besutifnl to see the Thames covered
with boats, barges, and streamers, and every
window aud house-top loaded with spectators,
I suppose so many will not meet again till the
Day of Judgment, which was not to-day, In
the middle of the river was a street of lighters
and barges covered with pent-houses like a
carpenter’s yard, which totally prevented all
the other millions seeing anything., ‘The
rowers passed throngh this street, so that we
never behold them at all, It rained once or
twice, and cleared the gardens and shores;

Just fifty-one yenrs ago, after mnch tempta.
tion and desire and donbting ambition, the
of Westminster School had the
]'m}-]-)‘ audacity to challenge the |‘t-1111-1|‘l' yin-
dents. Immense interest was excited by this
mateh, in which the Westminsters won no
inglorious  vietory over the Templars, A
few years later it was thonght that a trial
of endurance was as worthy of thews and
sinews ns that of speed. Then emmwe one
of the most rmnm'lmljv feats of rowing on
the Thames—which was néhieved about forty
years pgo. It was very much thonght of at
the time, and is talked of along-shore by
old watermen slill. It consisted in a boat's
erew of gentlemen rowing from Oxford to
London in one diny. Consideving the dis-
tanee, trebled perhaps by the winding of the
river, apd that the tide was strong against
them dnring a part of the day, and that little
rest was taken, the feat was a rave one, The
erew landed at Old Hungerford Stairs mnch
exhansted. Some of them had to be earried
ashore. The slightest young fellow of the
party, Captain Dounglas, 18 now the sole sur-
vivor, we helieve, of that crew. He is the
present Lord Penthyn. Since that time,
Captain Nisbet performed the same feat, with
seulls,

At that period there had not vet gone quite
out an old river practice, when the proprie.
tors of Vauxhall and of Astley's frequently
got up matehes on the river. These were
rowed for a prize wherry, which was delivered
to the winner in the gardens or on the stage
at the Amphitheatre. 'This ceremony drew
wany of the crowd who had witnessed the
mateh: but if the race was honest, the trim-
built wherry was a delusion. The winner
seemed to be publicly put in possession
of it, but he privately took a small
sum in its place, and the same wherry was
rowed for over and over ngain, It was, in
gome sort, like the diamond snuft-boxes which
used to be presented by the sovereign to
every new ambassador to onr eonrt. There
was, in fact, only one, Rundell & Bridge, the
roynl goldsmiths, used to receive the order to
gend a box to the envoy, in the king's or
prince regent’s name. They of course
obeyed: but they always bought the box back
from the presentee, and then sent in their
little account for a new box to the official at
Kt. James', who received and paid it!

Till Thawes regattas, and clubs, and uni-
versity matehes challenged publie notice, few
contests on the river attracted such notice as
those between the Westminster boys and the
Etonians. The honors of victory seelm to hnve
been impartially shed on both,  The matches
were rowed on various parts of the ri n-r‘hu.
